“AFTER LIFE’S FITFUL FEVER, 
BE SLEEPS WELL.” 


The Last Sad Funeral Rites in 


Cataraqui Cemetery Yesterday 
—A Selemn and Impressive 
Burial. 


Kixecstox, June 11.—The mortal 
remains of the late Sir John A. Mac- 
donald were committed to their last 
resting place to-day in Cataraqui Cem- 
etery, which hecomesan_ historic spot, 
and thousands in coming days wil! 
make pilgrimages there to view the 
resting place of Canada's great ruler. 
The day was hot, the sun shining bril- 
liantly. Rain came down vigorously 
after 6 o'clock, but did not interfere 
with the proceedings. The entire 
morning was spent in viewing the 
remains in the city hall. Twenty 
thousand persons, in double line, pass- 
ed the hier. The ion was the 
grandest everseen on Kingston’sstreets. 
It was over two miles in length, and 
occupied over forty minutes in passing 
a given point. The parade moved at 
2.42. At this time three miles of 
Princess street was lined with specta- 
tors. Not less than 40,000 persons 
viewed the solemn advance. The par-

CUTWORMS. 

Balletin No. 11, of the Central Ex- 
perimental Farm at Ottawa, has just 
been issued. In it there is a descrip- 
tion of the destructive cutworm, which 
this spring has proved a very trouble- 
some pest to gardeners in town. The 
information contained in the Bulletin 
would have been of more practical bene- 
fit if it had been published earlier, but 
we reprint it, so that the destruction 
caused by these inse.ts may in future 
years be prevented. 

Cutworms (Noctuidae). — These 
troublesome pests, which are doubtless 
the cause of more loss to farmers in the 
spring months than any other insects, 
are the caterpillars of u number of dif- 
ferent dull colored moths which fly at 
night. The worms are smooth greasy- 
looking dark caterpillors, ranging from 
about § an inch to 2 inches in length 
at the time they injure crops. They 
feed at nights and hide during the day 
time. The eggs of most species are 
Jaid in autumn, andthe young cater- 
pillars make about a quarterof their 
growth before winter sets in. 

They pass the winter in a torpid con- 
dition, and are ready in spring to at- 
tack the young croys as soon as they 
come up. The full growth of mst 
species is completed by the first week 
in July, when the caterpillar forms a 
cell in the earth and changes to a chry- 
salis, from which the moth appears 
about a month later. 

i 


Remedies —(i) Clean culture. As 
the young caterpillars of many species 
hatch in autumn, the removal of all 
vegetation from the ground as soon as 
possible in autumn deprives them of 
their food supply and also prevents the 
late flying moths from laying their eggs 
in that locality. Fields or gardens 
which are allowed to become overgrown 
with weeds or other vegetation late in 
the autumn are almostsure to be troubl- 
ed with cut-worms the next spring 

(ii.) Traps.—Large numbers may be 
destroyed by placing between the rows 
of an infested crop, or at short distan- 
ces apart on infested land, bundles of 
any succulent weed or other vegetation 
which has been previously poisoned by 
dipping it, after tying it in Lundles, in- 
toa strong mixture of Paris green. 
The cutworms eat the poisoned plants 
and bury themselves and die. In hot, 
dry weather these bundles should be 
placed out after sundown, and a shingle 
may be placed on each to keep it from 
fading. 

(it) Banding and Wrapping. (1.) 
It will be found to well repay the 
trouble and expense to place a band of 
tin around each cabbage or other plant. 
at the time of setting out. These may 
very easily be made by taking pieces of 
tin 6 inches long and 2} wide, and 
bending them round a spade or broom 
handle so as to form short tubes. In 
placing them around a plant the two 
ends can be sprung apart to admit the 
plant, and then the tube should be 
pressed about half an inth into the 
ground. I have found this a useful 
means of disposing of empty tomato and 
other cans. To prepare these easily, 
they need only be thrown,into 1 bon- 
fire, when the tops and bottoms fall off 
and the sides Lecome unsodered. The 
eentral piece of tin can be cut down 
the centre with a pair of shears, and | 
forms two tubes. 

(2.) Wrapping a piece of paper | 
round the stems of plants when setting ' 
them out will also save a great many. | 

(3.) Hand-picking or digging out | 
the cut-worm whenever a plant is seen | 
to be cut off shonld, of course, always | 
be practiced.
